Continuation of 5. does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: : KO discloses metal penetration end 18 being 
blunt because of the rounded conical shape of the penetration end 18 in general. However, KO (Fig. 2) shows the rounded conical 
penetration end 18 having a pointed tip as recited in independent claims 1 and 30. In addition, "blunt" is a relative term and one of 
ordinary skill in the art at the time of the invention would not consider the rounded conical penetration end 18 as not capable of piercing a 
tissue. On the contrary, KO's device shown in Fig. 2 and KO's disclosure in lines 42-45, column 8 would suggest that the metal 
penetrating end 18 having a pointed tip would be capable of piercing through a tissue. Because KO discloses substantially every 
structural limitation as recited in independent claims 24 and 30, at least claims 24 and 30 are not patentable over KO reference.
